The Chamber of Deputies has examined 
the official returns of the vote of the 8th of 
May, and the Piebiscite, when “ decompos- 
ed,” as the French say, represents— Yes,” 
7,330,142; No,” 1,358,825; Null,“ 112,975. 
These are the figures which go down to 
History. The Deputies cheered the verdict, 
with vive l’Empereur—the Irreconcilables, 
with vive la nation, in which the Imperi- 
alists might heartily join. The result will 
be formally presented to his Majesty with 
every solemnity, When Napoleon will de- 
liver an “ utterance,” now but secondary, 
since his cabinet does this part of the gov- 
erning.
